SALAD-MAKING, 


- 5. á 


HE making of a salad, to speak para- 
doxieally, is a matter so simple that, it 
requires the utmost care. A salad well 

made is both nutritious and appetising, a 
salad indifferently made indigestible and un- 
attractive. 

On the Continent the making of salads is 
an art, but we over here seem never to hit 
upon the*knack of serving these simple and 
delicious luxuries as they comh fé be, and 
can be, served. ó 

| ean is essentially’ the season for a 

and the cold joint or the “scrap” 
dinner or luncheon may have its nakedness 
disguised if accompanied by a dainty salad, 

‘the foundation of the salad is lettuces. 
These should be young and freshly plucked ; 
it is better to avoid washing them if it can 
be done, as washing always toughens the 
leaves and takes away their crispness; they 
should be carefully picked over, and if they 
must be washed this should be done as og 
as possible and the leaves lightly dried in a 
cloth. 

It is wise to prepare the salad as near to 
the time it is required ‘as possible, 

Having prepared the foundation, a wide 
choice of vegetables await us, radishes, cress, 
cucumber, parsley, beetroot, tomatoes, etc., 
etc.; but. a restricted number of vegetables 
make a more -delightful salad. 

Salad mixture is made as follows :—Take the 
yolks of two or threé hard boiled eggs ;.let 
them become quite cold; then rub them down 
to the finest powder adding & teaspoonful of 
salt and two of dry mustard; sift all very 
carefully, add three tablespoons of salad oil, 
beating up mixture till it is very smooth, 
drop in slowly two tablespoons of refined 
vinegar, and continue to mix till the in- 
gredients are all blended. 

Having got the foundation, any number of 
changes may be rung on the exact variety 
of the éalad, changes which will suggest them- 
selves to the cook—“ left-overs’’ of meat, fish 
fowl and even vegetables may be converted 
into dainty saleds. 

The fruit salad is a different matter and 
a much simpler one, but many cooks fly to 
either of two extremes: they make the salad 
too dry or too moist, The former tends to 
make the fruit hard, the latter to render 
serving awkward. A fruit salad is improved 
if.allowed to stand some hours before being 
used. It is always served with cream of 
with custard. .

: American Politics. 

Remarkable scenes of mourning were 
witnessed in the little town of Marion. 
Ohio, when the late President of the 
United States was buried in his family 
churchyard. President Harding had 
proved his worth so clearly that even in 
London yesterday thousands were unable 
to gain admittance to the memorial Ser- 
viee which was held in Westminster 
Abbey. The President of the United 
States’ in recent years has become one of 
the most important persons in the world, 
and millíons of people who never have 
leit the shores of Europe are waiting 
anxiously to discover by what manner of 
man Mr. Harding has been replaced. 
President Coolidge has played a leading 
part in local politics im America, and 
gained a -feputation for strength of 
character during’ the Boston police strike, 
but otherwise little or nothing is known 
of him on this side of ‘the Atlantic. Yet 
in a sénse this/man may be said to hold 
the fate of the Old World in his hands. 
He is assuming the reins of office in 
America at a moment when- Europe is 
groaning in the throes of a terrible 
malady; and. no President ever entered 
the White House. with such a heary 
burden of responsibility on his shoulders. 
We do. not know. President Coolidge’s 
views on the European situation, but he 
has an opportunity that has been vouch- 
safed to few statesmen of-our age. 

For the momegt, no doubt, Mr. 
Coolidge will .concentrate all his atten- 
tion on problems of domestic economy. 
Prohibition .laoms large before his eyes, 
and there will be an early atiempt to 
captare ‘his sympathies for the movement 
which Geeks. to,abandon or, at least, to 
modify the great experiment. The Anti- 
Saloon. League is still extremely strong in 
the majority of States, The “drys ” are 
very active everywhere, and any attempt 


sale . of liquor will” “be” 
fiercest opposition. Again, there is the 
Mexican problem,. which long has een a 
thorn in the side of every American Ad- 
ministration. 
President Harding an agreement was 
made with the Mezieans .whereby the 
United States undertook to recognise the 
turbulent Republic, and the Mexicans 
pledged themselves to sign a treaty 
This agreement, probably, 
wills be signed in Mexico to-day, when 
the Commissioners will leave for Washing- 
ton to. seek the’ approval of the new 
President for their work. Undoubtedly, 
a large section of American opinion will 
be opposed to any. treaty or agreement 
with the Mexicans. Président Coolidge 
will be faced with a difficult choice in this 
matter, and until it is settled he cannot 
be expected to pay much attention to the 
i affairs ol a Continent, which is thousands 
of miles away from the White: House. 
Events, however, are moving “very 
quickly in Europe; and before many 
months have passed President Coolidge 
may find that, willy-nilly, he must do 
something to save the old world’s civilisa- 
tion from’ ruin, The traders oí the United 
States have begun to feel the effects of 
Earope’s’parlous ‘condition. Business has 
fallen into decay, markets for American 
etports “are declining, and the coming 
| winter will take.a. heavy toll of unem- 
| ployment in the big industrial cities of the 
Eastern States. America cannot afford 
to lose Europe 's trade, whatever she may 
think of Europe's: politics. When Presi-

““ Penny Dreadfuls.’’ 


Speaking at a Teachers’ Vacatfon Course 
in London, on Thursday, Mr. Frank Jones 
propounded a novel method of turning the 
youth of the nation from the pursuit of 
the “penny dreadful” type of fiction to 
the more desirable literary models. The 
“twopenny blood cut,” he declared, was 
no more pernicious im substance than are 
such well recommended classics as 
“ Treasure Island ”; and he ridiculed the 
excuse, so often put forward on behalf of 
juvenile criminals, that such literature had 
corrupted their morals. The ‘penny 
dreadful” is bad literature, however» and 
boys ought to be cured of the taste for 
it. Mr. Jones does ‘not advise teachers to 
forbid their-pupils to. read such works 
and to thrust into their bands other books 
labelled as ‘good literature.” To label 
a book “good literature,” he. declared, 
is to cause any boy instantly to acquire a 
strong dislike of it. The proper way to, 
approach the matter is to give the pupils 
their fill of “ penny dreadfuis and at the! 


other ways how really exécrable they se 1 
both as regards lack of imagination and 

want of literary style. Mr. Jones’s theory 
seems to be sound “enough, but fails, 
perhaps, to take into sufficient considera- 
tion the peculiar and still unexplored 
workings of the juvenile mind. The editors 
of children’s pages and children’s columns 


preposterous and pointless a “ bed-time 
story ” or “comic strip“ “is in the adult 
estimation, the more likely it is to be an 
unparalleled success with juvenile readers. 
A few gifted humorists, like Lewis Carroll 
and Lear, have understood the child mind 
and have written accordingly, but how 
few and far between they are! lf Mr. 
Jones’s prescription is to be successful, 
there must be more children’s classics to 
replace the “ penny dreadfuls.”’

THE RUHR CORRESPONDENCE.

I understand that the Ruhr Blue Book 
will be published 1.ext Monday. As it will 
contain all the documents promised jy 
Mr. Baldwin im his speech in the Hons 
of Commons, it will be a iairly stout 
volume. ‘There will be the British draj; 
reply to the German Note, together with 
the covering letters sent to the French 
and Belgian Governments, the replies of 
those Governments—which have already 
been published in the Press, but will be 
reprinted for convenience of referenc.— 
and finally the British rejoinder to those 
replies. 

This has been drafted with the approva| 
of the whole Cabinet—a fact which speaks 
well for the tact and skill of the Prime 
Minister and Lord Ourzon; for there 5; 
no doubt that in the Cabinet, as in the 
country, there are two points of view 
from which the whole question is re. 
garded. While some think that we ought 
to have taken up long ago a more definitely 
hostile ition towards the occupation of 
the Ruhr, there are others who, on the 
contrary, believe that better results would 
have been obtained if we had definite}, 
ranged ourselves on the side of France.

ITALIAN FLYING ACCIDENT,

GREAT BRITAIN AND 
REPARATIONS. 


DOCUMENTS TO BE PUBLISHED 
ON ‘MONDAY. 


From Our SPEC1AL CORRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Friday. 
Britain’s exposé of the whole Reparations 
situation as between herself and France will 
now, jt is definitely known, be made at the 


A special Foreign Office courier is to carry 
the latest British communication to Paris to- 
day, and it will be delivered to the French 
Government by Lord Crewe. 

There appears to be po reason why M. 
Poincaré should not receive it—or, at any 
rate, @ telegraphed résumé of its contents—in 
time for him to make some reference to it, if 
he so chooses, in the s he is delivering 
at Stenay. on the Meuse, to-morrow. 

Publication in the British Press ‘is to take 
place on Monday morning, the whole of the 
correspondence being issued on Sunday as 2 
Foreign. Office White Paper. 

This unusual and abrupt procedure is 
justified by the Government on the ground of 
extreme urgeney and importance. 

Almost for the first time, a genuine experi- 
ment is to be made in ‘‘open” diplomacy. 
The White Paper will be a bulky i ma in- 
dispensable to future histortans. It will con- 
tain not only the whole of the correspondence 
between the Allies relating to Great Britain’s 
draft of a proposed reply to Germany, but 
also a complete and detailed résumé of the 
course of events as seen from this country’s 
point of view. 

The résumé alone is said to extend to well 
over 10,000 words. 

This country, it is pointed out, must find 
a sum equivalent to her debt to America, and 
she looks to Germany and the Allies to pro- 
duce it jointly. The more Germany produces 
the less will the Allies have to produce, and 
vice versa. Consequently, the more France 
cripples Germany the more will this country 
be compelled to press France for the payment 
of her debt. 

So far as the fixing of Germany 's reparations 

bill is concerned, no new proposals are put 
forward, but the Government stands by those 
which Mr. Bonar Law made last January. 
They are now repeated in a more convenient 
form as the basiq,of a scheme which the Go- 
verninent is pr@pared to press and carry 
through. 
_Finally, the question of the legality of the 
French occupation of the Ruhr is raised in 
purely legal form. The fact will be revealed 
that the Low Officers of the Crown went 
thoroughly into this aspect of the. problem 
soine months ago, and reached the conclusion 
that the Treaty, of Versailles does not 
authorise any such action, more especially if 
it should be taken by one or two of the 
Allies, without the approval of the rest. 

The possibility of a joint Allied Note to 
Germany is not excluded by these latest de 
velopments. The door is still left open, and 
there is no question of Great Britain sending 
a aoe Note before France has been given 
ample opportunity to co-operate. 

At the same time, there is good authority 
for stating that the line taken by the Govern- 
ment is firm; and that the line is the line of 
the whole Government, and not of a majority 
coercing @ minority; and that the Govern- 
ment is prepared to go ahead alone on the 
road to European peace, if French companion- 
ship is finally refused.

HEN we were in Funchal my mate, 
overhauling the Jog book, put his 
finger on an entry for the day before 
we sighted Madeira. “ Got the North-East 
Trpdes.’” And he said

| Because when one gets 
} the North-East Trades 
Sot one has no more 
ei trouble about one’s 
"4 winds for over a thou- 
sand miles; one can 
‘i just sit. and watch 
i the ship being blown 
i along her course, and, 
according to the text 
books, this desrable 
state of things does 
not begin until one 
gets south of Madeira. 
But optimism was in this case justified. I am 
becoming less and less a /audator temporis 
acti. Any old shell-back will tell you that 
the North-East trades are not what they 
used to be, and aty.old shell-back is wrong. 
The winds are there ail right, but the ships 
and the crews are not. One can imagine a 
man who had served his time in a tea-clipper 
grumbling about perpetual calms when he 
got into a modern floating warehouse with 
four posts; what he forgets is that when 
such a ship as Thermopylae went through 
them at bve or six knots they were not 
logged as calms. So I, in my little shi 
which is stirred by the faintest airs, when 
am drifting along before the wind at five 
knots, say I am in the Trades, even if I 
qualify them with the epithet light. And be 
it understood the wind did not leave us—has 
not left us yet, and we have reached the 
Cope Verde felands. 

t when we had at last got clear of the 
wretched little puffs which made our de- 
parture wearisome, but, by their general 
direction suggested that a return would “be 
desirable, we got the trades with a ven- 
geance. No one could complain about their 
degeneracy, the wind sometimes reached the 
force of half a gale, and “before it we ran 
with everything set and drawing, our bow 
was almost up to the knight heads, and the 
poop awash with the foam that boiled under 
our lee quarter. All that distressed us was 
that so much good wind was giving so 
small a speed to such a tiny vessel; 
we wante something ten times as 
big to make a worthy use of the friendly 
elements. 

Thus far the wind; a thing which physicists 
calculate from known data. It might be 
supposed that the conditions of sky and sea 
were calculable from the known wind, and 
indeed, it is printed in books that the weather 
is always fine and the sea smooth in these 
parts.

But to the casual visitor the 
fantastically beautiful scenery is at least a 
three days _wonder, and this is only our 
second day in Porto Grande. Blessed is he 
(in my opmion at least) who looks at 
scenery with the eye of the geologist; but in 
more genial climates that eye is always 
blinded by fertile soil; in less genial often 
by ice and snow. Here nothing but rock 
strikes the eye, and strikes it with unmiti- 
gated force.

FROM DAY TO DAY.

SS. Saoirse, 
400 miles from Cape Verde Islands. 
We created quite a stir in Madeira. Arriv- 
ing at Funchal 


a.m. (Greenwich time). 
in Funchal Bay about 200 yards from the 


hours before us from England, and had all 


2 p.m. at the Post Office. 

We visited the British Consul, Mr, England, 
who took the accompanying photograph of our 
ship leaving the harbour. hie was extremely 
after our comfort in every way, and intro- 
duced us to some charming people. 


an urgent. telegram from Santa Cruz, on the 
other side of the island from Funchal, to the 
effect that a political outbreak was in full 
swing, so we all set off in a motor car to 
see the fun. All our nerve was needed. for 
this adventure. The trip in the motor car 
lasted for an hour and a half round the cliff 
road, which in its way, was in excellent con- 
dition, but consisted merely of a steep rise 
along a sheer precipicé, in which the road 
had been cut up to 8,000 feet. and then a 
steep run down again to: Santa Cruz harbour. 
It was dark before we reached half-way, but 
the lights were not lit until we got to the 
town. The Consul then dashed around to find 
that the usual Republican ‘‘ revolution ” had 
been in. progress, a few soldiers had been shot, 
and some civilians bayonetted. But by the 
time we arrived it was all quiet again, so we 
took the Chief of Police back with us to Fun- 
chal, where we arrived for dinner at about 
11.50 p.m. 

The morning of our departure from Madeira 
we flew the Portuguese flag at our main, and 
the Free State flag at our mizzen, mast. The 
Consul flew the same in reverse order on his 
little schooner. which is about the same size 
as our craft. 

We also had a visit from the crew of the 
Frontiersman, the ship which is bound round 
the globe on a survey. for Air Force .bases. 
She has a crew of 36, every one of whom 
had to put down a minimum of £200, and 
with this money the steamer was. chartered. 
One or two of the men on the Frontiersman 
had been in Dublin Castle in the old days, 
and on hearing. that we were from Dublin 
they were very: nice to us They very 
decently gave us time signals by firing shots, 
which enabled us to correct our chronometer. 

When we were leaving the Frontiersman 
fired shots in our honour, the whole popula- 
tion of Funchal turned out on the pier, and 
the Consul escorted us in his boat, firing 
rockets every half minute. Such a send-off! 

From the calm of the harbour about eight 
miles out we hit the North-East Trades, 
which have sent us bowling along ever since, 
though to-day the breeze is fresher, and. we 
are getting the warm air off tha ara, 
which must be full of sand from the desert, 
for the colour of the sea has changed now 
from its beautiful blue to a light sage-green. 

Three flying fish came on board last night, 
so we had a fresh fish breakfast. They are 
pe little things, rather like a herring, 

ut thinner and more square, with a great 
stretch of wing, which now | believe flaps, 
but does not act purely as a glider. The tail 
is use@ also’ for purposes Of *~pulsion. 
FRIDAY, JULY 13th, 

Our health is very good, although, of 
course, we have “offs and ons.”” This 

robably is due to lack of exercise, but, as 
or having nothing to do, life is just one 
round of interesting work. We all grew 
beards on the ship Medeira, and with all 
due modesty, I think mine was the most 
successful of the three. Unfortunately it was 
hardly lon genough ‘to .exhibit in public, so 
we all shaved when we got to Fanchal. On 
the first long stretch of sea, however, I 
intend to cultivate that beard. It suits me 
remarkably well. 

To-day we are just about 50 miles from 
St. Vincent, although we cannot see the 
island owing to the surounding mists. Our 
‘‘record ” run for one day, by the way, was 
182 miles. We did it between 12 noon on 
Saturdav, July 7th, and 12 noon on Sunday, 
July 8th. 

SUNDAY, JULY 15th. 

Just dropped anchor at Porto Grande, 
St. Vincent, 9.0 a.m. Am just going ashore 
for leteters. Everybody is visiting us and 
giving us invitations. They have heard all 
about us.

Nevertheless, I think that the genuine love 
of the Irishman for a “little horse ” and 
the lure of the jumping at Ballsbridge (un- 
surpassed the world over) has more to: say 
to the popularity of the Show in Ireland than 
even thé chances óí making “ good mioney."’ 

Our Horse Show has its social side, too; 
and to many people that is its chief attrac- 
tion. What Ascot is to London, in the world 
of dress, the Horse Show is to Dublin. For: 
it every dressmaker and milliner prepares 
her best and latest designs ; and women order 
frocks and hats ‘‘ regardless —for the event. 
The Dublin Horse Show is noted for the 
nunther of prétty women always to be seen 
there. Is it. that the majority are Irish,, or 
that, one and all, have “ titivated ’ end 
dressed, so that they will look their best? 

It is impossible to say, but, certainly, in 
oy days there were more pretty faces to 

seen at the Show than in any other large 
social gathering in Europe. ; 

Those “ past days’’—how often we think 
of them, and remember the good times, 
the fun, the light-heartedness, the gaiety of 
the years “ before the war.’’ All is changed 
now. To many the Horse Show is so closely 
associated, with the men who did not “ come 
back again, that to visit it would be too 
painful; it would be a scene haunted by 
memories. 

Then followed the four years when there 
was no Horse Show. Men were engaged on 
more strenuous work ; the horses suffered, tuo, 
both in the battle-fields and at home,. from 
a certain amount of neglect. It is only now 
that. conditions are becoming normal, and 
everything appears (barring strikes!) to 
promise well for this and for future Shows. 

Before the eyes of those whose thoughts are 
of former days rather than the present there 
passes a panorama of pictures of past Horse 
Shows at Ballsbridge. There were the Fe. 
did ones when Lord Cadogan was rd 
Lieutenant of Ireland. He was a lover of 
horses, and he and Lady Cadogan, with their 
riches and gorgeous hospitality, made the

| A VICIOUS CIRCLE,

OSSIBLY some future sage will point 
P out that the decadence of civilisations 
can be tested by the number of vicious 

circles which they, breed. Hf he takes our 
civilisation as an example he will point pro- 
bably. less to the economic or political vicious 
circles than to the teaching vicious circle. 

The. fate of uates from Oxford and 
Cambridge will illustrate my meaning. The 
academic year is just over and thousands of 
graduates are finding themselves in the posi- 
tion of having left their University for good. 

The days have gone by when the. graduate 
entered the Civil Service or some equally com- 
fortable and *‘ respectable” job, without any 
difficulty, as soon as he left his University. 
All that sort of thing has been changed wy 
the wari’ The graduate of to-day “ goes 
down ” only to: be faced with the fact that 
the has been living for three years in an arti- 
ficial atmosphere and been supported by arti- 
ficial means.’ He finds that the. world outsic 
cares next to nothing about his success or 
failure to attain academic distinction, and 
that he is judged: (with one exception) not by 
what he has done academically, but by what 
he can do practically. 


He, therefore, h 

he can do. In about séven cases out of ten 
he disvovers for the first time that he cannot 
do anything. Therefore, he teaches ! 
_ “Feaching, under these conditions, is reduced 
to absurdity. It means that a number of men 
with no taste for or ability at their work 
(and jn some cases a decided distaste for it) 
coach a number of boys to attain a certain 
standard of academic distinction which will 
eventually enable them in their turn to coach 
other boys to attain the same standard for 
the same purpose. A vicious circle could not 
be more vicious or more circular. 

There are, no doubt, some who go into the 
teaching profession beeause they want to 
teach; but such are not easily found. Young 
schoolmasters nowadays generally consist of 
men who, having left their University, and 
finding that they have not the capital to face 
Law, or the taste to face Business, or the 
belief to face the Church, or the patience to 
face Medicine, .or the courage to face 
Journalism, turn in despair to teaching. 

If anyone doubts this let him listen to a 
couple of graduates, about to go down, 
discussing the future. The following question 
and answer is seldom departed from. 

“ What are you going to do when you go 
down !”’ 

“I don’t know, I think I shall have to 
teach for a short time.”

Anyway, if any fellow wants to emalate

bane and belladonna; or, having a taste for 
narcotics, desires to experiment in making a 
private supply, and sows all his garden with 
opium poppies, he will certainly find rural 
opinion adverse to him; not because of any 
healthy objection to drugs—real country folk 
only know about a dozen useful domestic 
plants; all others they class under the one 
conglomerate ‘‘ weeds,’ just as they dub all 
the birds and beasts they cannot make. us: 
of, *‘ vermin '—No. What the rustic objecis 
to, in such deluded horticulturists, is thi 
difference, their failure in uniformity. If you 
cannot toe the line with him in pretty much 
everything he will be apt to make the “ wide, 
wind-swept spaces of the great open lands ” 
too small and too warm to hold you.

WEATHER OMENS! 


- 


Come Rain or Come 
Shine. 


(BY ST. J. W.) 
N: one living in our fickle climate can 


fail to take an interest in the weather, 
t, present, and futare; but chiefly 
in the future, because for some dark and very 
human reason we set jese store by what we 
have in the present than by what we might 
have in the future. In the matter of weather 
we are not entirely to be blamed for this, for 
work and play will be made or marred accord- 
ing as the sun god is propitious or not. Un- 
fortunately, we cannot interpret the signs of 
the heavens as our fathers did, for our powers 
of observation have been ruined by reliance 
upon mechanical instruments. 

It is long, indeed, since humans have smder- 
stood atmospheric phenomena by instinct, 
a» do most animals. Mechanical flying has 
come so much to the fore lately that the 
science of weather forecasting has become im- 
ortant; but though invention has been 

usy, so far no instrument has superseded the 
signs shown in the heavens and the earth 
themselves as a means of foretelling weather 
changes ahead of us. 

The experts of tic Meteorological Office 
frequently fail to foretell coming storms, and 
in 1908 they missed no less than ten gales. 
It is Bea Óra to be recognised that 
frosts, storms, an€ fogs are periodic in their 
advent, and, given the known change-dates, 
they can be correctly forerasted some time 
ahead; the first change-date ¢rverally starts 
from the breaking away of the ice in the 
Arctic regions in pi or May. Our an- 
cestors were aware of these periods to a cer- 
tain extent, for they had an old adage, based 
on a legend, saying that whatever the 
weather happened to be on St. Swithin’s 
Day, so it would continue for the forty days 
following. But what they did not recognise 
was that the periods were shorter in summer 
than in winter. A most interesting little 
pamphie} on this subject has been issued by 
two Fellows of the Royal Meterological 
Society, Messrs. Robertson and Donaldson, 
and in a test the former was able to fore- 
tell the coming changes in the weather from 
seven. to fourteen days ahead of their hap- 
pening, his forecasts being correct ninety: 
five times out of one hundred. 


Old Signs. 


Farmers, sailors, and countrymen 
ally depend for their weather knowledge on 
the veering of the wind and the appearance 
of the upper and lower clouds, and very 
wisely. But the old folks of long ago had 
many other strange ways of forecasting, and 
every little homely sign was noted by the 
housewife who was anxious about the drying 
of the week's washing. When she saw 
the swallows flying low, the soot fall- 
down the chimney, the flagstone 

oor dark, and the cat washing 
hind his un, she hastened to bring in the 
clothes. If the strand of sea-weed hanging 
behind the door felt flaccid to the touch she 
knew bad weather was on the way, but if it 
felt hard and brittle the fine weather would 
hold. 
In the sixteenth and seventeenth centuries 
especially many quaint old books were written 
on weather forecasting, giving advice to 
farmers for the safe gathering of crops. Their 
predictions were based upon centuries of 
observation, consequently they seldom failed 
to come true; but they could only foretell 
imminent change. An old book, published 
in. 1637, speaking of various signs, says— 
“In time of raine I have observed that most 
cattell doe pricke up their eares, As. for 
example, an asse will, when he perceiveth, a 
storm of raine or hail doth follow. 

Cows licking themselves against the hair 
is a sure sign of bad weather, and a cow— 

“ Before there comes a hasty shower, 
Does clap her tai] against the hedge.” 

‘“‘The*® Husbandman’s Practice,” published 
about the year 1664, gives the following 
signs of bad weather — Ducks and drakes 
shaking and fluttering their wings when they 
rise; young horses rubbing their backs 
against the ground ; sheep bleating, playing or 
ó; ping wantonly ; swine seen to carry bottles 
of hay or straw to any place and hide them; 
frogs croaking; swallows fying low.” 

Quaint Sayings. 

A book called ‘‘ Extraordinarie Token¥ tor 
the Knowledge of Weather” was written by 
Leonard Diggis in the year 1556. It is fuil 
of quaint sayings. He says: “Some have 
observed eveil weather to folow when watry 
foules leave the sea, desiring lande; the foules 
of the lande flying hyghe; the crying of foules 
about waters making a great noyse with their 
wynges; also the sees swelling with uncustomed 
waves; if beastes eate gredely; if they lycke 
their hooves . . . rayne followeth. The ample 
working of the spinnar (spider) in the ayre ; the 
ant busied with her eggs; the bees in fayre 
weather not farre wandering; the continuall 
pratyng of the crowe, chiefly twyse or thryse 
quycke calling, shew tempest.’’ After men- 
tioning many more signs he winds up with, 
““I leave these, wanting the good ground of 
the rest. If the learned be desyrefull of the 
forsayd, let them reade grave Virgil... .
